MUNITION FACTORIES 


1. Small arms munition factories exist at TEGIAS, VESZPRM, JOBBAGIIj SIROK, 
C3EFEL, SZEKESFEHERVAR and ISASZEG. 

2. Prior to 1945* the total production for side-arms and machine pistols was 
250 million rounds per nnnum. The capacity for infantry side-arms now amounts 
to 770 million rounds per annum, and for machine pistols to 570 million rounds 
per annum. 

3. The rounds are packed in metal sheets for overseas transport. 

4* Three automatic machine pistols vrere sent from Czechoslovakia for series 

production in Hungary. These machine pistols were stolen by the Russians 
from the VESSIREM munition factory in 1945* 

5* There is a Trinitrotoluol factory at PELNEMET, North of EGER.
